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ANNUAL  REPORT 


for  the  year  1972 


To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1972. 

The  estimated  population  has  risen  from  48, 176  to  48,960. 

The  hirth  rate  has  fallen  from  17*3  to  15*7  "births  per  1,000 
population.  Most  "births  took  place  in  hospital.  There  were  45 
illegitimate  "births  (one  of  "whom  died  in  the  first  week).  This 
represents  5«S$  of  all  live  "births.  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  is  8,8$. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1972  is  10.5  per  1,000  population. 
Adjustments  for  age  structure  of  the  population  corrects  this  to 
11o7  compared  with  a corrected  rate  for  1971  of  11,6.  206  of  the 

512  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  75 • Deaths  from  doronary  disease 
and  cerebrovascular  disease  reached  similar  totals  as  in  the  previous 
year  but  the  total  dying  from  lung  cancer  showed  a fall. 

Infant  mortality  rate  - that  is,  deaths  occurring  under  one  year 
remained  at  the  low  level  of  13  pen  1,000  live  births  compared  with 
a national  rate  of  17. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  childbirth. 

1 1 8 notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received.  98  of 
these  were  for  measles.  Prior  to  the  institution  of  measles  vacc- 
ination this  figure  would  have  been  in  the  region  of  several  hundreds. 

There  were  no  big  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

It  should  be  realised  that  german  measles,  though  not  formally 
notifiable,  is  important,  in  that,  if  a woman  develops  the  disease 
during  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy  there  is  a danger  of  the 
infant  being  bom  with  a congenital  defect  such  as  blindness, 
deafness  or  brain  damage.  Immunisation  against  german  measles  is 
now  offered  to  girls  from  age  11  upwards. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  there  was  no  actual  outbreak  of  serious 
infectious  disease  in  the  area  much  time  was  occupied  by  public 
health  staff  during  the  holiday  season  when  investigation  was 
frequently  necessary  regarding  those  who  had  returned  from  holidays 
abroad  and  could  have  been  carrying  infection. 
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Advice  regarding  influenza  vaccination  was  given  to  the  effect 
that  routine  vaccination  was  Tbest  restricted  to  those  persons 
suffering  from  certain  chronic  diseases  in  whom  an  attack  of  influenza 
might  aggravate  the  disability  or  prove  fatal. 

There  were  two  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  1972,  both  in 
Earl  Shilton,  one  affected  the  lungs  and  the  other  the  lymph  glands. 
Both  were  ovef  55  years  of  age.  The  response  to  BCG  vaccination 
offered  to  pupils  in  the  High  Schools  and  Upper  Schools  remained  good. 

Records  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis , measles,  german  measles  and 
tuberculosis  are  held  by  the  County  Health  Department  but  it  is  no 
longer  possible  to  break  down  these  figures  into  individual  county 
district  areas. 

Mains  water  supply  as  delivered  at  the  tap  at  various  points  in 
the  district  was  sent  regularly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Groby  Road  for  bacteriological  analysis.  Samples  of  water  affected 
by  rust  in  the  mains  were  also  subjected  to  bacteriological  analysis 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  Leicester  Water  Department 
will  be  able  to  bring  about  some  improvement  in  the  supply  in  those 
areas  of  the  town  where  mains  water  is  subject  to  brown  discoloration 
from  time  to  time. 

In  the  environmental  field  attention  was  drawn  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  to  possible  hazards  from  lead  in  the  environment. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  a somewhat  high  concentration  of  lead  was 
found  in  the  soil  of  the  Sketchley  Sewage  Farm,  no  great  hazard  was 
discovered  in  Hinckley. 

A report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  is  prepared  by 
Mr0  L0  F.  Whitmore,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  I am  very  much 
indebted  to  him  and  to  the  Public  Health  Staff  far  their  continued 
help  and  co-operation. 

I must  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  interest  and  support.

These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board, 

In  addition  to  the  Hinckley  and  District  and  Sunnyside 
Hospitals  there  are  general  hospitals  at  Leicester*,  Many 
patients  attend  Hospitals  in  Nuneaton  which  is  in  the 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Area.,  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Leicester. 
Some  go  to  V/hitley  Isolation  Hospital , Coventry, 

There  are  chronic  sick  beds  at  Market  Bosworth  (Bosworth 
Park  Infirmary  and  West  haven) , Hinckley  (Sunnyside  Hospital) 
and  other  hospitals  in  the  County  such  as  Markfield  Hospital 
which  also  admits  general  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

There  is  no  maternity  hospital  accommodation  in  Hinckley. 
Certain  maternity  beds  in  the  new  unit  at  Nuneaton  are 
specifically  for  Leicestershire  patients.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplied  to  the  district  from  Leicester  Corporation 
sources  has  been  adequate  and  satisfactory,  apart  from  discolor- 
ation occurring  periodically  in  some  houses. 

51  samples  of  mains  water  v/ere  taken  and  were  satisfactory, 
both  as  regards  bacteriological  and  chlorine  content. 

48  samples  from  wells  v/ere  satisfactory. 

2.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Improvements  to  the  Sketchley  Dye  Works  were  still  in  progress 
during  the  year.  No  difficulties  occurred  with  the  redesigned 
Earl  Shilton  works. 

3.  CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

There  remain  18  pail  closets  and  109  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  within  the  district.  Water  closets  serve  all  other  houses. 

4.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  3 Pakamatic  vehicles, 

2 S. & D.  f ore  and  aft  tippers,  2 Bantam  Karri ers  andi  bantam  vehicle 
works  on  the  tip. 

A weekly  collection  service  is  maintained  as  far  as  possible, 
but  variations  occur  due  to  staffing  difficulties. 

Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  weekly  and  all  bins  after  the 
first  charged  at  4p.  each.
